(Juoting from a report submitted by the Board of 
Engineers for Rivers and Harbors, they have to say 
in clos sing their statement: 

: ‘The general Government has expended large sums 
in improving the various tributaries of the Ohio. The 
utility of these improvements is dependent on the navi- 
gability of the main stream. The proposed improve- 
ment on the Ohio River will create a vast water com- 
munication penetrating one of the most populous and 
prosperous sections of the United States. Even in its 
unimproved condition the river HAS A MARKED EF- 
FECT ON RAIL FREIGHT RATES, the cheap rates 
quoted in the report as prevailing between New Orleans 
and Louisville, Cincinnati and PORTSMOUTH and be- 
tween PORTSMOUTH and PITTSBURG being directly 
traceable to its influence. Its effect on rail rates will be 
greatly increased if the proposed improvements are car- 
ried out. 

For these reasons the Board is of the opinion that 
tne improvement of the Ohio River by locks and movable 
dams so as to secure a depth of NINE FEET, as recom- 
mended in the report, is worthy of being undertaken by 
the United States.’’

POST OFFICE GROWTH. 


Post Office Receipts for the Fiscal Year Show a Net 
Increase of About 10 Per Cent—Receipts Larger 
Than Previous Year by $$4,851.75. 

The Portsmouth, Ohio, Post Office, is conducted in 
a beautiful Government Building, recently repainted 
and frescoed throughout, and a model of neatness. It 
now has in addition to the Postmaster and Assistant 
Postmaster, ten clerks, five clerks in charge of sta- 
tions, sixteen carriers, two rural carriers and one star 
route. The salaries for the year closing June 30th, 
1906, when Postmaster Charles E. Hard took charge 
ageregated $21,600. For the year closing June 30th, 
1908, they had increased to $27,900. The office became 
first-class July 1, 1907. It has a high grade screen 
wagon mail service. The money orders issued for 
the year ending March 31st, 1908, were domestic 18,- 
824, foreign 376. The number of registered pieces 
7,253. The general delivery and stamp window is 
open from 6:30 a. m., to 8 p. m., and the money order 
and registry window from 7:30 a. m., to 8 p. m., the 
long hours being necessary to accommodate the steady 
run of business. The city delivery and collections are 
especially complete. The receipts of a post office are 
usually regarded as a reliable business barometer and 
the steady industrial growth of Portsmouth is indicated 
by the following table of the Postal receipts:

PORTSMOUTH SHOE TRADE. 


No city of equal population in the world manu- 
factures the number of shoes that are turned out of 
Portsmouth’s factories every day in the year. There 
are six factories here with a capacity of twenty thou- 
sand pairs of shoes per day, but at the present time are 
running short of their normal capacity and manufactur- 
ing approximately fifteen thousand pair daily. Four 
Thousand people are given employment at the present 
time, but this number will shortly be increased to five 
thousand when they resume operation at normal cond1- 
tions. The amount of leather used in the manufacture 
of shoes constitutes a most important industry in itself, 
as about one million, two hundred thousand hides, large 
and small, were used last year. The cartons for the 
shoes are nearly all manufactured here, and approxi- 
mately TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS PER DAY is dis- 
tributed throughout this section by the shoe factories 
operating here in wages, exclusive of the vast amounts 
paid out for incidental expenses,

THE PORTSMOUTH STEEL CO. 


his is by far the most important industrial in- 
stitution at Portsmouth. THE PORTSMOUTH STEEL 
CO.’S plant was first erected in 1871, destroyed by fire 
in June, 1898, rebuilt in 1898-9, and put in operation 
April, 1899, but the business was not incorporated un- 
der its present management until 1902. The plant 
covers 57 acres, gives employment to about 600 work- 
men and pays out in wages $350,000 every year. Its 
equipment consists of five 40-gross-ton open-hearth steel 
furnaces (one acid and four basic), the necessary soak- 
ings pits, one blooming mill, one 28x60 inch, jobbing 
mill and one 3-high 30x84 inch plate mill. The first 
acid and basic steel was made in this plant in April, 
1899. Iron and Steel Foundries are connected with the 
works and the whole plant has an annual capacity of 
75,000 tons of basic ingots, 25,000 tons of acid ingots, 
600 tons of steel castings, 100,000 tons of billets and 
slabs 50,000 tons of heavy plates 10,000 tons of light 
plates and heavy sheets, 10,000 tons of tie plates and 
600 tons of iron castings. This vast enterprise is un- 
der the direct management of MR. J. R. HOUSTON, 
in the capacithy of General Manager.
